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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amended claim 1 now shows adding an 
association link feature via a reference field whose value refers to the link set data structure. Examiner does not see much difference 
between these changes with the previously claimed limitation in claim 1. The present amendments will be entered for the purpose of 
Appeal because rearranging the same features or rephrasing them do no amount to distinguish over what has been used in the previous 
rejections. Therefore the rejection will stand. There is need to elaborate on how such reference field linking value referring to such link set 
data structure can clearly distinguish from what Leblang is using because repeating the same features in a different arrangement 
apparently cannot overcome what defect the claim has put forward.. 
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
